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REMARKS 

Entry of this amendment is respectfUIJy requested. 
Applicants grateftilly acknowledge the allowed claims. 

Claims 30, 31 and 38 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) for allegedly being 
anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 4,608,401 to Martin. Applicants respectfully traverse. 

It is respectfijlly submitted ihat Martin appears to describe suspensions in which mixtures 
involve dry particles in powder form, not suspensions. An advantage of the present invention 
metb.od of the invention is that the coated, finely divided inorganic solids have an outstanding 
ability to flow and which can be pneumatically conveyed very easily. Based on these pixjperties, 
the coated particles can be proportioned outstandingly when added to molten polymers. Martin 
does not appear to describe a product which has such a property, and, therefore, it is not believed 
that flie rejected claims are anticipated by Martin.
